I.  GENERAL INFORMATION

A. Background: In orderto provide A/B MAC contractors flexibility, the purpose of this CR is to notify
FISS that the IOCE Claim and Return Buffer (that will be contained in the April 2019 IOCE specifications)
will be modified as noted in the Interface Control Document for this CR.

B. Policy: No new policy is being implemented.

I1.  BUSINESS REQUIREMENTS TABLE

"Shall" denotes a mandatory requirement, and "should” denotes an optional requirement.
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10988.1 | The Shared System Maintainer shall create a new line IDR
level IOCE bypass table in the claim processing
screens that contains four (4) input fields for the IOCE
bypass and eight (8) input fields for the APC and 7
flags for each service line on the claim. Each of the
four (4) input fields shall contain a new 3-byte bypass
field for the IOCE error to be bypassed. The new APC
field, and the new 7 IOCE flag fields in the new IOCE
bypass table shall maintain their current byte size(s) as

found on claim page 31.

Note: The new IOCE bypass table shall be for each
Revenue Code line and to allow input only by the A/B
MAC contractor. Providers shall not be allowed to
input or revise information found in these new fields.

10988.2 | The Shared System Maintainer shall expand the IOCE X IOCE
Claim Input Buffer "Sgptr" segment to accommodate
four (4) line item contractor bypass fields and eight (8)
input fields for the APC and 7 flags of the IOCE
bypass table created above for each Revenue Code
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line (up to 450).

10988.3

The Shared System Maintainer shall send information
from the four (4) new 3-byte bypass fields and eight
(8) input fields for the APC and 7 flags on the claim
line level screen to the IOCE input when populated by
the A/B MAC contractor. All fields from the IOCE
bypass table shall be zero-filled and right justified.

10988.4

A/B MAC contractors shall populate the four (4) new
3-byte fields and eight (8) input fields for the APC and
7 flags on the claim line level IOCE bypass table
screen when instructed to do so by CMS.

10988.5

The Shared System Maintainer shall make the
contractor IOCE bypass table information: IOCE error
field, APC field and IOCE Flag 1 thru 7 fields;
available for use in the Expert Claims Processing
System (ECPS).
